Observations of 11 Member of the Press 


Gang. 


On the evening of the 14th instant 


twenty-six merabers of the Nevada 
Press Association left Keno on an ex- 
cursion to California.

the Sierra Nevada at night and woke 
up next morning among flowers, blos- 
soms and grain fields in the vicinity of 
Sacramento. 


AT THE CAPITAL CITY 


Tho party was greeted by a delegation 
from tho Northern California Press 
Association which was there in session 
in that city, with a California welcome 
with all that the term implies. An in- 
vitation to breakfast at the Suttoi 
Club rooms was accepted with thanks 
A sumptuous repast prepared by the 
Press Association awaited the guests 
E. D. 
McCabe, 
Governor 
Budd's 


privata secretary, welcomed the visi- 
tors to the State, Mayor Hubbard ex- 
tended to them the hospitalities of the 
city, President Willis 
of tho Cali- 


fornia Press Association acted 
as 


toast master, and the Nevada guests 
were loyally entertained. 
Electric 


cars were especially chartered for tho 
members of 
the prese, and Editor 


Woodson of the liccoid Union, Secre- 
tary Filcher of tho State Board of 
Trade and others accompanied 
the 


guests and pointed out places of in- 
terest in tho city, among them the 
State Capitol and Suitor's Fort, erected 
in 1845, and fully restored a few years 
ago by tho Native Sons. Sacramento 
is a progressive city and those who saw 
it, as tho writer did, immediately aftei 
the floods of 1861-62, would not recog 
nize it now. Electric power generated 
by the American river at Folsom is 
transmitted to Sacramento, twenty 
two miles, and used to run street cars 
and furnish motive power for factories 
and to light the city. This power is 
cheaper than steam, and as it can be 
used for almost every purpose requir- 
ing power, it must necessarily resull 
in making Sacramento a manufactur- 
ing center. 


VINEYARDS AND GRAIN FIELDS. 


From Sacramento south the road 


runs through a succession of vineyards 
orchards and grain fields to Stockton 
from which point on through San Joa< 
quin and Stanislaus counties grain 
predominates. 
The Southern Pacific 


road from Sacramento to the Tehachipi 
runs through a large valley. 
The 


coast range is dimly outlined on the 
west while the snow-capped peaks of 
the Sierra Nevada are plainly visible 
to the east as you journey southward. 
There are few cuts or fills and not very 
many streams to cross. 
Merced is a 


thriving city, and Fresno, farther 
south, is in the center of the raisin 
grape region of California. Irrigation 
has transinoved this section from 
semi-desert, which 
produced 
only 


scant pasturage for cattle and sheep; 
into one of the most beautiful and 
productive regions of California. 
Bui 


water becomes scarcer as you proceed 
southward and in a stretch of country 
fifty to sixty miles long, in much of 
which grain had been sown, it looked 
from the cars aa if the crop would not 
make good pasturage, much less pny 
for harvesting. 


SOL'TII OF TCHACBIPI 


Tho Tehachipi rango, which divides 


Northern and Southern California, was 
crossed at night. The railroad through 
tho pa&s doubles upon itself, forming 
what is known as "Tho Loop," one of 
the great engineering feats of railroad- 
inp. South of Tehaohipi the contour 
of the countryTesernbles Nevada some- 
what. It is a series of valleys from a 
few hundred yards to several miles in 
width, skirted by barren hills. At Sau- 
gus a branch road leaves the main line 
and extends to the coast at Santa Bar- 
bara. There are oil wells, citrus groves, 
aud extensive bean fielda alon^ this 
road, with the broad Pacific and Cata- 
lina islands in sight much of. the dis- 
tance. Every residence ia emboweied 
in beautiful shade trees, and flowers 
grow in profusion everywhere. The 
press gang arrived at Santa Barbara on 
the closing day of the floral festival, 
and about seven hundred persons from 
the villages along the railroad took 
passage on the train for tho city to par- 
ticipate in tho festivities. It was esti- 
mated that 18,000 or 20,000 strangers 
visited the city during the fiesta. It 
was a money making scheme, in fact 
a combination of business and pleasure. 
The hotels were crowded to their ut- 
most and accommodations were at a 
premium. All seemed to enjoy the fes- 
.ivities and hundreds participated in 
the battle of the roses. 
THE VINE, THE OLIVE AND THE ORANGE. 


The ^cities of Kedlando, Kiverside, 


Pasadena and Pomona are among the 
garden spots of Southern California, 
aud of these Eedlands seemed 
to

and grapes are the principal products 
of the country. 
The streets are aa 


smooth as skating rinks, the buildings 
handsome and substantial, and all im- 
provements of a permanent character.

Cathode Rays Not aa Bright as a Candle 


Now, 
one of tho first questions I have 


been asked in regard to these,'rays is 
this, "How did you obtain a light so in- 
tense, that you could take photographs 
through a board an inch thick?" The 
answer is this: Tho light is not intense 
to the eye. It does not appear as bright 
as that of a firefly. Indped it cannot be 
seen on the darkest night at a distance 
of 300 feet. Yst a candle can bo dis- 
tinguished on a similar night at least a 
mile. But tho rays of a caudle are en- 
tirely cut off from a photographic plate 
by a sheet of. pasteboard a sixteenth of 
an inch thick or even less. The cathode 
rays are intense, however, to tho photo- 
graphic plate, which can be termed the 
photographic
